The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As indicated 
by the Board decision held on October 13, 2010 , the applied art teaches most of the 
claimed subject matter of the current claimed invention except for " build the graphical 
display object based first, on the custom values of the second plurality of elements and 
then, on the default values of the first plurality of elements that are not included among 
the second plurality of elements" 

Further prior art searches failed to produce any relevant results, thus, the pending claims 
14, 15, 25, 26, 28, 29, 34, 35 and 38 are allowed.
